MEAN TEMPERATURES 

A proud Westerner who was asked 
what was the mean temperature in 
summer in his State, replied: 
"Stranger, thar ain't no mean tem- 
peratures in this State at no time. 
Our climate is our boast." 

Such a man in Minnesota or North 
Dokota or New England this sum- 
mer must be silent. The tempera- 
ture at Moorhead, Minn., reached 
100 when the mercury was 92 in 
Kentucky. At Bismarck, N. D., 
104 was registered. 

A work of reference says the 
mean temperature for July, the hot- 
test month, in Minnesota, is 76 in 
the southeast and southwest sec- 
tions; 74 at St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis; about 72 at Moorehead. 

The Associate Dean of the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota, in the 
same work of reference, admits that 
the summer temperature in North 
Dakota sometimes is 95. He must 
now be willing to admit that there 
are times when it exceeds that rec- 
ord. 

Exceptionally mean temperatures 
have been registered in various parts 
of the United States this year, like- 
wise in England and France. Even 
places in which the climate is the 
boast have participated in what h*is 
been so far a tropical summer. 

The consolation of the dweller in 
the temperate zone is that relief will 
come sooner or later. The ever- 
lastingness of heat, not the mean 
temperature, in the tropics at or near 
sea level, is what causes persons 
from the temperate zone 'to break 
down in patience, sometimes in 
courage, in nerves, and occasionally 
in mind.

There is no difference in the effect- 
iveness of fhe three forms, according 
to the specialists. Fresh lime should 
not be applied to green plants and 
furthermore is unpleasant to handle. 
It costs more a ton than the ground 
limestone which is uhualyy to be 
preferred. A farmer who has lime- 
stone on his own farm can usually 
get it crushed for approximately 
$1.00 a ton. This makes it an eco- 
nomical form to use. 

Ashes sometimes may be obtained 
for the hauling and since they are 
one-third to one-half lime and con- 
tain a small amount of phosphorus 
and considerable potash, they are 
wbrth hauling as substitute for lime- 
stone. Enough wood ashes may be 



used to sweeten the soil without 
danger. 

In general the kind of lime to use 
is that which is easiest to obtain and 
most economical. Ordinarily this will 
be the finely-ground limestone. The 
pure limestone can be used anywhere, 
in any amount, and at any time with- 
out danger to ordinary farm crops.

Kentucky farmers are realizing 
that it is necessary to keep books in 
order to have a systematic and bal- 
anced business, according to C. U. 
Jett, extension specialist of the farm 
economics department of the College 
of Agriculture. Mr. Jett has just 
compiled a number of farm account 
schools for both men and boys in a 
number of counties in the State. 

A report of the schools shows that 
337 farmers attended the schools held 
for them in 16 counties. Approxi- 
mately 175 boys were enrolled in the 
work, which was given in the agri - 
cultural departments of high schools 
in seven counties under the direction 
of Mr. Jett. 

In the course of the work the men 
and boys were shown how to make 
an inventory of the farm business 
and how to use a special farm ac- 
count book for recording the expen- 
ses and receipts of the farm business. 
A number of them now are keeping 
books on the various farm operations 
with the idea of balancing up the 
farm business and how to use a 
special farm account book for re- 
cording the expenses and receipts of 
the farm business.

ACRES OF NEW WHEAT ARE 
HARVESTED IN STATE 



More than 500 acres of Ashland 
wheat, the new pedigreed strain, de- 
veloped by the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station have just been 
' h arrested in Kentucky, according to 
est 1 niat< s made by soils and crop spec- 
ialists of the station. The acreage was 
divided among 32 »farms in 13 
counties and is expected to produce 
from 8,000 to 10.000 bushels of grain 
which will te available for seed this 
fall. 

The new strain of wheat which has 
been the highest yielder at the Expe- 
riment Station farm for the last six 
years was developed from one head 
out of about 500 heads selected in 
1913. In 1915 enough wheat was se- 
cured to plant three one-tenth-acre 
plots and the strain gredually devel- 
oped from that time. The first distri- 
bution of s-^d from the station was 
made in the fall of 1910 when 50 
bushels were sent out. In the fall of 
1920, 300 bushels were distributed, 
which resulted in the crop for this 
year. 

The Ashland is similar to all 
strains of Fultz in appearance. How- 
ever, the straw of Ashland is some- 
what stiffer than that of Fultz and 
slightly lighter in color. It has prov- 
ed to be a consistent yielder in Cen- 
tral Kentucky and gives excellent re- 
sults wherever Fultz wheat has be«m 
popular. 

During the years from 1915 to 1920 
inclusive the average yield an acre of 
Ashland at the Experiment Station 
has exceeded those of the three lead- 
ing varietie- oi wheat in the State, 
including Jersey Fultz. Fulcaster and 
Currell's Proi.ac. Ashland yielded an 
average of 33.6 bushels, Jersey 
Fultz 31.1 bushels, Fulcaster 30.2, 
and' Currell's Prolific 28.5 bushels.
